At 
other periods, a gloomy night of ignorance hath 
overſpread a great part of the Chriſtian world; 
owing to the irruption of barbarous nations, what, 
at once deſtroyed the ſeats, the monuments. and 
profeſſors of literature.  Abſurdity and error na- 
turally followed ignorance; and Chriſtianity lay a 
long time under the incumbent load of error and 
ſuperſtition, till the ReFoRMaTION reſtored i it to its
